Catalonia Secedes 


BARCELONA, Spain—(/P)—The Cat- 


alonian government moved Wednes- 
day night virtually to secede from the 
rest of Spain. After the Generalifat, 
government council, decreed confisca- 
tion of all private property on Russian 
collectivist lines, it took steps to sever 
its ties with the Madrid government 
It will act henceforth, the council de- 
clared, in complete independence in 
maintaining public order. 


The delegate to the central govern- 


ment was relieved of his duties and 
the government announced its inten- ' 
tion to determine its own policies on 
all matters, including immigration, 
emigration and the administration of 
justice. 


"The state of war existing hero," it 


declared, "makes it opportune to elim- 
inate dual control and to place all re- 
sponsibility in one place."

of their duties immediately. 


All Industries Seized 


Workers took control of all indus- 


tries in the Catalonian autonomous 
region on the pattern of Soviet Rus- 
sia. The seizure wiped out the last 
vestige of private, capitalist owner- 
ship. The decree promulgated plans 
for a single tax and speedy suppres- 
sion of multiple taxation. Tlie basis 
for the new tax plan, although unde- 
cided, was presumed to be income, not 
land, as the large agricultural properi 
ties are to be collectivized.

The pressure cooker, a simple, in- 


expensive utensil which lasts a life- 
time, has made living at home a per- 
manent program for 11,000 rural re- 
habilitation families served by the Re- 
settlement Administration in Arkan- 
sas. 


In Hempstead county alone, 182 of 


the 218 rehabilitation clients own pres- 
sure cookers and do all their canning 
at home. The remainder have access 
to cookers and are planning to buy 
their own as soon as possible. 
'• 


Despite the drouth, which ruined 


or seriously damaged spring gardens 
in many sections, rehabilitation fam- 
ilies had canned an average of 122 
quarts per. family on July 15, when the 
hist report on canning activities were 
compiled.' 


Last year and the year before the 


RA depended largely upon community 
canning centers to make it mechanical- 
ly possible for its clients to store away 
food for the winter months. Also, the 
kitchens were valuable for training 
farm wives in the use of canning 
equipment. 


But this year the RA decided it was 


time to return the canning program to 
the home and establish it on a per- 
manent basis, so that if the RA were 
to be discontinued overnight, the fam- 
ilies could at least continue to eat, 
no matter what happened. 


The advantages of the pressure cook- 


er in the home is obvious. It saves 
time formerly lost in going to and 
from (lie kitchens. It permits the farm 
wife to work at canning while pre- 
paring daily meals and doing other 
work, thus preserving every bit of 
garden produce, fruit and meat avail- 
able. It is useful also in the prepara- 
tion of meals when the farm wife has 
to work in the fields. 


But, 
most important of all, in the 


eyes of RA officials, it makes living at 
home a matter so simple that the fam- 
ilies who have tried it will never be 
content to do otherwise.
